No disoussion of the accidents that 
befall children during the summer 
hholiday-would be complete without 
'& word or two about potson ivy. 
The offending plant itself is 
small, short and green, with leaves 
in clusters of three, Joined at the 
center and spreading out from the 
central point. The size of the leaves 
‘vary but usually are about two inch- 
es long with = wide base and 
rounded outline, gradually tapering 
to a narrow point. The plant has 
ino flower, but in the fall the leaves 
turn various colors and are so at= 
tractive that unwary people pick 
them—to thelr sorrow! 

Some fortunate people are im- 
mune to this plant, being able to 
‘handle it without the slightest re- 
faction; others are so sensitive that 
if they even come near it they 
break ouf in a rash. Scme who are 
sensitive'to the plant in thelr youth 
develop an immunity as they grow 
older. 

I have seen many cases of thir 
among summer: visitors, and it 
seems to be about two or three days 
after the individual hes been ex- 
posed that-the reaction’ is seen. 
‘The skin becomes itehy, and » red 
blush accompanies it, “Ina few 
hours, this area is likely to become 
swollen 30 that the part affected 
takes on x pulfy appearance. This is 
followed by the formation of small 
blisters containing’ a clear fluid. 
‘Those gradually enlarge, rupture 
and discharge thelr contents onto 
the surrounding skin. Occasionally 
no bilsters appear at all, but large 
areas become ra'sed. This usually 
represents a more serious type of the 
malady, 

‘As the disease progresses, the tops 
of the blisters break off and leave 
an ares of red flesh beneath. 
Scratching these itchy surfaces often 


infects them. 

On first appearance, the rash ie 
Umlted to the area that has actually 
been in contact with the plant. But 
fas the victim scratches, the “area 
spreads to other parts of the body. 

Usually patient with polson try 
infection will feel very miserable 
because of the irritation that ac- 
companies the lesion. In severe 
cases there is fever, and a general 
feeling of il-health, Children who 
infect thé areas of rash by scratch 
Ing are apt to feel quite ill for a few 
days until the aystem can take care 
lof the infection, 

‘Without treatment most cases of 
foison ivy will disappear within .a 
few days or a week. But in some 
{instances it hangs on for weeks, even 
months, Treatment is directed to 
‘ward keeping the patient as com- 
fortable a peasible by reducing trri- 
tation. f 

Baking soda and water, the first 

solution applled in most cases, often 
gives the necessary relief. If the 
ease is bad it may be necessary to 
place the child in a bath of this 
mixture. Calamine lotion is also 
‘used to soothe the irritation if the 
baking soda falls. Bran bath often 
help too. 
‘The acute lesion Is likely to be 
treated differently by different doc. 
tors, for some obtain results with ons 
JoUlon, some withvanother. There 1

‘The motion contained » provision 
that the Speaker could recall mem-| 
bers of the House at an earlier| 
date if ft were desirable in the| 
public interest. 

Unless the international situation| 
deteriorates sharply, Britain is al-| 
most sure to have a general elec: 

ion in! November. It is expected| 
the House will sit for three weeks| 
fn October before dissolution — in 
Preparation for the election. 

Greenwood Amendment 


Arthur Greenwood acting Iead-| 
er of the opposition, introduced an 
amendment to the adjournment 
motion, asking that the House be 
Tecalled Aug. 21 instead of Oct. 3. 

“We have ‘no information at ‘the 
present time,” Mr. Chamberlain 
declared, “which lesds us to sup- 
pose. that it will be necessary.:to 
call the House together. at « any 

moment.” 

‘The Prime Minister added, how- 
ever, that such action would be 
taken if the government found that 
new legislation were needed “to

‘and against the propriety of tipping 
servants after a visit, the fact re~

‘Who. is to ‘blame for this ctiaotic con-

robberies has long since passed and train 
robbery as a profession is no longer profit- 
able. A recent attempt to stage an elab- 
orate train robbery ended in fiasco for! 
the bold; bad, imitators of Jesse James 
and Al Jennings, The robbery was staged 
on the Ilinois Central Railway on a train 
carrying ah army payroll of $75,000, near 
Champaign, Illinois. Two bandits boarded 
the train at a small station, from the op- 
posite side of the -station, and when the 
train gained headway, entered the mail 
and baggage car, whipped out revolvers 
and ordered the mail clerk te reach for’ 
the ceiling.

Research workers have been able 
to prove that if one can get two 
hours of qulet natural sleep and 
from 6 to 8 hours of quiet relaxa- 
tlon, there ts no danger to life it~ 
self. On the other hand, if one 
goes without any aleep or ‘rest for 
124 hours, tt is estimated that st re~ 
‘quires seventeen nights of rest and 
sleep to make up for this loss of 
fone night's rest and sleep. It can 
thus be seen that while we may 
live on ® small amount of sleep, 
sleep is of great importance to the 
health of body and mind.

In speaking of the usual meth- 
Jods of: bringing rest and sleep to’ 
these high strung, upset individuals, 
Dr. G. Wilse Robinson, Neurolog- 
feal Hospital, Kansas City., Mo., in 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, tells 
of three —(a) drugs, (b) baths, and 
(©) psycotherapy "(treating ' the 
mind disturbances by free discussion | 
of them with the Individual.) As 
these three methods have certain 
disadvantages or fail in a number 
of cases. Dr. Robinson states that 
insulin (the treatment given to dl- 
abetics) has been used successfully 
by a number of research workers 
including himself in quieting and 
bringing sleep to patients suffering 
with mania, overactivity with or 








without impending collapse. 
“The patient who requires to be 
vquieted" {s invariably under the 


pfuence of abnormal emotional 
nsion states which seem to dis 
turb the way’ carbohydrate (starch) 
fs handled by the body processes. 
By the use of a certain amount of 
starchy ‘food which 1s controlled by 
the Injection of insulin, a natural 
drowsiness 1s soon followed by nat- 
ural sleep.” 
‘This method 1s certainly better| 
than drugs and when -hydrother- 
apy and psycotherapy fall, it 
should prove a valuable ald. 
‘These stubborn cases of sleepless~ 
ness where insulin ts used should, 
fof course, be handled in hospital.

Children Readily Subject 
Impetigo 
Judging from the numter of 
letters I recelved from mothers, 
impetigo must be a very prevalent 
disease. And since I have re- 
celved lately a lot of requests for 
advice on this disease I think it 
might be a godd time to discuss it. 
Impetigo is extremely contagious, 
and it effects children more than 
adults because the skin ts much 
more sensitive. However, adults do 
contract ft, make no mistake abou! 
that, and ‘women seem more sus- 
ceptible than men for the sam2 
reason that children are more like- 
ly to have it—more sensitive skin. 
Tt appears on & child when he 
has been in contact with someone 
Who has the disease, or has touched 
articles on which ‘some infected 
person has left secretion from his 
diseased skin, Tt appears in the form 
of a red spot at first, often reseumbl~ 
ing a mild bum of a cold sore. 
‘The first infection generally 
pears on the face. A bilster forms 
over the red area .This fills up with 
colorless fluid, again resembling the 
blister from a mild burn. Later this 
blister breaks, spreading this | fluld 
over the face, and this fluld ts one 
of the most infectious. substances I 
‘know. If you come in contact with 
this fluid you will be, almost sure to 
tf you handle 
jsome ‘object on which some of this 
fluld has been, deposited, infection 
Is very probable. 
Impetigo is the bane of hospitals 
because It is so infectious that it 
can’t be kept out. Not long ago T

TOLL OF DEATH 
MOUNTS STEADILY 


Worst Flood in Tientsin’s 
History Submerges Much 
of City 


‘Trentsin, “Aug. 21—(AP)— The 
toll of death and property destruc 
tion mounted today as the worst 
flood in Tientsin's history — sub- 
merged much of the city under 
constantly deepening water.

‘Washington, Aug. 28—(AP)— 1f 
a European war breaks out, a Unit- 
ed States government official said 
today, President Roosevelt will ine 
yoke the neutrality law at the same 
time that he calls congress to con- 
alder its revision.
